“Warm Bottom Is Good Deterrent 
For Delinquency.” Maybe So 


This area was well represented at the Gov- 
ernor’s conference on Youth and Children in 
Sacramento late last week and reports of an 
inspiring session are being related. 

Chester G. Hanson, Sacramento observer 
for the Los Angeles Times, was also present 
and his reports are of interest: 


“It is significant to note that in many of 
the panels and in the general conferences, the 
importance of the families keeping the chil- 
dren on the right paths was stressed,” he said. 
“That carried with it, of course, the need for 
parental responsibility as to the conduct of 
children and youth.” 

Mr. Hanson also observed there is laxness 
among adults, and added: 

“When the parents regain control of the 
children and youth in the home, when ‘the 
school authorities are permitted to regain dis- 
cipline—in the broadest sense—in the elemen- 
tary grades and even in some high schools, 
and when the peace officers and judges of all 
types are permitted again to put the fear of 
penalties of the law in the hearts of both par- 
ents and their wayward and insolent and 
defiant teenagers—then we will begin to get 
somewhere with this so-called youth prob- 
lem.” 

He added a personal note and one right to 
the point: 

“I came away from the conference won- 
dering how my poor mother with just a grade 
school education in Ireland was able to bring 
up three children without the benefit of the ad- 

| vice and guidance of 3,000 expert men and 
women holding a big conference on her prob- 
lems at the state capitol. 

“But that was many years ago. Her child 
guidance clinic was a little whip. And could 
she use it? I haven't read all the 25 typewrit- 
ten pages of conclusions and recommendations 
from the conference, but I listened a lot. And 
nowhere did I hear or read anything about the 
effective use of the so-called rod on some of 
our ‘young delinquents.’ A warm bottom is 
a great deterrent to delinquency.”

It's Wholesome Situation To Have 
Many Candidates for City Council 


It is a wholesome situation to have. many 
candidates for the three places on the Upland 
city council. 

In fact, it would be a very, very bad plight 
for the community if no one wanted to serve 
as directors of the municipal corporation. 

Some of the candidates are better known 
than others—and that is also an encouraging 
situation; newcomers are willing to help out 
in spite of the fact they may not have as good 
a chance to be elected. 

As far as we know, there are no special 
issues involved in the April 13 election, and 
there is no organized move to do anything 
radical in the city hall. It is just a case of the 
individual citizens offering themselves as pub- 
lic servants. 

Always, there are certain’ conditions that 
might be changed and improvements made. 
No doubt each of the candidates has ideas as 
to what he would like to accomplish and will 
strive for, if elected. 

One of the first things a person realizes on 
the city council is that there are four other per- 
sons also on the council—and that it is im- 
possible at all times to please his fellow coun- 
cilmen and everyone else. Everyone, of 
course, knows that, but these facts are em- 
phasized very definitely after a few sessions 
on the public body. 

On the whole, however, Uplanders are very 
considerate of their local public servants. In 
general they respect the officials’ decisions. 
Upland city councils have been free of petty 
bickering and business is usually conducted 
on a very dignified level as it should be. 

We heartily endorse the candidates’ willing- 
ness to serve. It is a very educational experi- 
ence and a service that has its reward in per- 
sonal satisfaction. For four years it has been 
our privilege to serve with four very fine coun- 
cilmen. From month to month, none of the 
councilmen probably ever saw realized what 
he actually wanted in the management of pub- 
lic monies, public employes and the handling 
of public policies. 

It has been a case of five people express- 
ing their ideas, exchanging their views, of 
conceding points and then accepting what the 
majority wished. Thus it will always be. At 
least, it should be that way. 

When our term officially expires April 20, 
we will leave the council table with deep re- 
gret. Frankly, we would like to continue ex- 
cept for the fact that we recognize a conflict 
in public service—a city councilman and as 
publisher of the local newspaper. 

With emphasis we commend the spirit of 
common interest in public service that prevails 
among the councilmen—and we commend all 
the candidates for their willingness to be a 
part of the city administration.—V-V.P. 


Action Needed to Get Liquor Law 
Changed By Legislators Now 


Pithough the deplorable condition of Cali- 
fornia liquor control has been clearly set 
forth by the Weinberger subcommittee and al- 
though there is a crying need for reforms, 
there is no certainty that suggested reforms, 
or any reforms, will pass at Sacramento. 

It is almost unthinkable that any lawmaker 
would block a cleanup of the conditions now 
existing. Yet, this not only can happen but 
indications are that it will happen unless 
enough people and enough organizations urge 
legislators to do something. 

Already such groups as the California 
League of Women Voters are rising to the 
occasion by urging citizens to write their re- 
presentatives at Sacramento to support the 
cleanup move. Every California resident 
should join in this action. Indifference and 
apathy in the matter will make possible a con- 
tinuation of the rot which has already eaten 
deep into law enforement channels. 


You Can't Get More From 
Government Than You Put Into Ii 


Columnist Frank R. Kent points out that at 
the recent annual convention of a major labor 
organization, 15 resolutions were passed 
which “involved large expenditures of federal 
cash. The sixteenth urged that personal ex- 
emptions in the income tax law be raised from 
$600 to $1,000. This would lower government 
revenue by $9,500,000,000 a year. In other 
words government must spend more and take 
less. This does not make sense and it never 
did.” 

Here is another example of imagination that 
thinks it possible to cut taxes, lower prices, 
raise wages, increase profits and have gov- 
ernment spend more and more money, all at 
the one and same time. If this brand of eco- 
nomic reasoning is accepted we will have no 
chance of getting out of the financial mess 
that has resulted from 20 years of unbridled 
government spending and waste.
